RESTORINQ THE SOIL. 

The first subject to be discussed w 
"Restoring Worn-Out Land," and it w 
assigned to Ed Oglesby, of Cloverport. 

He started off with the proposition 
that there are three farms to be cultivat- 
ed. The subsoil under the surface, the 
surface and the air. All of them pos- 
sessed the elements that made the crops. 
He said it was absolutely necessary to 
cover the land with something, even if 
water had to be used for the purpose. 
He also advised farmers to shade the 
land, and, illustrating the benefits of tin" 
cited the fact that if a baru door be al- 
lowed to lie flat on the sail for a season 
or two, when it is removed the soil 
shaded by it grows the most luxuriant 
grass. 

He said that clover is an aristocratic 
plant. While it is a great soil restorer it 
has to he coaxed. He did not care to 
make war on it, but thought it was an 
expensive luxury. 

He pointed nut the fact that it was 
cheap to restore the soil with stable 
manure, but that very few farmers saved 
this valuable {product for that purpose. 
In fact two billions of dollars worth of 
this fertiliser is wssted annually hy the 
agriculturalists of the United States 
Such « waste by bankers or business 
men would bankrupt them in a year. 

Stable manure is rich in nitrogen,

Pinar del Hio, Cuba, March 26, MIU. 
—To tub Bbsckbnkidos Nbws:— For the 
sake of those who may wiali to seek 
their fortune on the Wand of Cuba 
will endeavor to write just a few line.. 
j As you all know a soldier has very little 
time for this sort of work and, therefore, 
you will not expect everything to be in 
detail. 

The most important industry of the 
island is farming. Instead of the im- 
proved implimente, which the Ameri- 
cans would be lost without, the Cubans 
have a rude sort of plow and a short 
handle hoe. The plow is indeed a curi- 
osity. The stock and handle are one 
piece of wood. The stock being the 
bodv and the handle the branch of a 
tree. The branch is turned down so aa 
to make a good handle and the body, 
which is only about a foot and a half 
long, is turned so aa to run parallel to 
the ground. It has a piece of iron fixed 
over the end to protect the point from 
the rocks The beam is nothing more 



handle near the stock and is aa long as 
an ordinary wagon tongue. The hoe is 
made something like the American hoe, 
but the handle is never mora than three 
(eet in length. 

Instead of the big fine horses and 
mules to work they haye oxen, which do 
all plowing, hauling and such like that 
is to be done. Their yokes, instead of 
being fastened with a bow so aa to work 
against the shoulder, are fastened to the 
top of the head by rope around the 
horns. To the American this seems to 
be a very crnel way to yoke them up, 
because they have no way at all to pro- 
tect themselves agiinst the insects which 
bother them. 

Nearly everything is planted in large 
ridges or hills. Even tobacco, which is 
the most important crop, Is planted in 
small ridges. 

The tobacco Is small, but has a very 
fine fiber. One reason for its being 
small is, they grow two or three crops on 
the same paice of ground the same year. 
Every farmer has his little banana grove 
and two or three cocoanut trees near his 
house. Sweet potatoes, onions and, to 
some extent, almost every tropical fruit 
that can be named are raised. 

As for onltiyation the Cuban does very 
little. They just plant their crops, keep 
the largest weeds ont and trust to the 
rest. If an American could only stand 
the climate during the rainy season, net 
a good farm and cultivate it aa he would 
a farm in the States it is a pretty sure 
thing that he would soon he an in- 
dependent man. The soil Is good and 
all it needs to make it bring g >od results 
is to have some one to work it that 
knows something about it. 

The crops are either taken to market 
on large, awkward looking carta drawn 
by oxen, 01 on peek trains. The carts 
are large and roughly built ; but It Is 
astonishing what loads can be hauled 
upon them. The wheels are from an to 
eight feet in diameter and the beds are a 
great deal larger than ear ordinary 
wagon beds. These beds are filled with 
whatever thty happen to be hauling and 
11 one yoke of oxen can't pull it thay 
hitch in two or three more. The oxen 
sr. hitched slow u> the load, just as we 
co excepting the lead yoke which is 
sometimes hitched fifty leet in advance 
of the others This is done so when 
gutug ever the low ridsjee when the can 
gets to the steep part 0! the bill the ad- 



vanced yoke will be oyer the hill far 
enough to get a good foot hold. The 
oxen are driven with long rods with a 
tack drove in one end, rather than the 
whip. 

Carts are used on good roads and 
when the distance is rot too great j but 
where there is any mountains to go over 
or the distance is very great they use 
the Dack mules. These little "rabbits," 
as they would be called in America, can 
carry some tremendous loads. There is 
generally one mule in the bunch that 
can be trusted as a leader. On him is 
placed a bell and when he starts all 
follow in his trail. II there hiippenB to 
be some in the train that do not want to 
follow their halter rein is tied to their 
file leaders tail and then it is a case of 
have to go or stop the whole train. The 
pack trains are indispensable on account 
of the people rf the interior getting 
their goods to and from market. 

The railroads are "few and far be- 
tween" both in number and in quality. 
It is a very hard matter to find a 
cushion-seated coach and when you do if 
you want to ride in it you onlv have to 
pay about ten cento per mile to do so.

While our district has IS charges, with 
membership of 5,481 anil 15 parsonages, 
we have only one Home Mission society. 
Which from the following report, you 
will see is doing good woik even with- 
out the stimilating influence we might 
receive from other societies, if our dis- 
trict was thoroughly organized. 

I think our ministers present can real- 
ize what a great assistance a society of 
this kind is to a pastor when I give the 
report of the only work in this district, 

e meetings are held monthly except 
when extra work is to be done, such as 
preparing clothing and packing for the 
stipp'y department, then we take our 
itinera and remain at the church all 
<y, or go as many days as is necessary 
i complete the work, which is one of 
le most pleasant departments of work, 
ur society has made 101 visits to siek 
id strangers in the interest of home 

One hundred garments have been dis- 
tributed among the needy in our city, 
besides two barrels of supplies, one sent 
to the Cuban school at Tampa, Florida, 
)ne to a preacher in the Indian 
Territory. And several cottages prayer 
ings have been hf Id and a number 
of leaflets have been distributed.

Three years ago when Mrs. Berdett 
rote me to know if I could take the 
work of district Secretary, I refused on 
the ground that m> hands were full with 
acting as President of the W. C. T. U ;

So I obeyed her orders and proceeded 
to work in this district by writing to 
every preacher in the district, with the 
exception of perhaps two or three. And 
if I felt afraid of failure in the begining, 
I certainly realize little encouragement, 
on hearing from most of them For 
some of them replied that their congre-

Two or three, however, were willing 
lime to try I only organized two 
juveuile societies. last year almost my

And now to give you some idea of how 
we raise funds for this work, I will ex- 
plain our different methods; First, by 
dues, which each member is expected to 
pay, which is 10 cents per mouth, aud 
10 cents extra for conference expense 
funds, all money raised in thia way goes 
as donations for parsooage building 
Then by loan funds, of which we have 
four. The Angi I Hand loan fund is a 
memoral loau liinil. It is constituted 
by payiug $20 at ouce, or by degrees, in 
the Dims of a loved ons who has joined 
ths angel band in a better land; then 
The Preachers' Wives Loan Kuud, who 
mors than all othera are interested in 
parsonages, this lund is constituted I y 
paying $5 to make youraell or some ons 
else a member. Than tbs nam* loan 
fund and the annuity loan fui d. These 
funds sre never given away, but loaned 
at asuisll interest, to build parson** a, 
and returned to the society. 

Thus it la perpetual giving to the 
Lord, although the amount la paid but 
once by ths donor. Than w« have en- 
listed the baby in a Unby Roll, whose 
membership is paid but ones, aud lli-ir 
mils box collections, go into the gauaral 
lund lor paroonog* building. And tbs 
mothers are instructed to place lbs pen- 
nies into the box through ths baby's

He is a young man 
and is one that Breckeuridge county 
should be proud of as he ia one of tbe 
most successful cattle feeders in tbe 
country. 

H»i said he commenced last season 
with high grade cattle. He opened his 
silo in October aud red the animals with 
bran, ensilage, cut fodder, corn nubbins. 
With this class of feed several of bis 
steers gained from 150 to 105 pounds in 
57 days. He then began to feed cotton 
seed meal giving the animals, with their 
other feed about 2 pounds daily, and on 
December 20th increased it to five 
pounds and fed this ration until Feb- 
ruary. He succeed dd in adding 320 
pounds, on an average to each animal. 

He believes eanilage to be a fine cattle 
feed aud can carry twice as many ani- 
mals with it as he could without it. He 
says the nutrient value of cotton seed 
meal is about twice as great as corn.
